SAN FRANCISCO, June 28 
Donald E. (Buz) Lukens of 
Washington, D. C., an all-out 
conservative was elected chair- 
man of the Young Republican 
National Federation here to- 
day. 

The 32-year-old clerk of the 
Republican minority on the 
House Rules Committee 
turned back the challenge of 
another avowed conservative, 
State Representative Charles 
McDevitt of Idaho, by a vote 
of 318 to 305. 

Robert A. Gaston of La Ca- 
nada, president of the Cali- 
fornia Young Republicans, re- 
ceived 49 votes on the first 
ballot. 

All three candidates were 
rated as enthusiastic boosters 
dr Sen. Barry Goldwater of 
Jlrizona for the 1964 Republi- 
dbn presidential nomination. 


But Federation rules prohibit 
the organization or its leaders 
from making pre-primary en- 
dorsements. 

It was a heartbreaking de- 
feat for the 31-year-old Mc- 
Devitt. The Boise attorney 
came within two votes of vic- 
tory on the first ballot. His 
backers said he had some 
votes in reserve, but before 
there could be any switches, 
a second ballot was ordered. 

This time, Gaston withdrew 
and California’s 40 votes went 
to Lukens. He had held them 
earlier until Gaston entered 
the race. Gaston had said 
neither McPey|j| nor Lukens 
was conservative enough for 
the Californians. 

The fight over the national 
YR leadership for the next two 
years clearly was the highlight 
of the closing session of the 
convention. 

Delegates devoted a brief 
time, however, to considera- 
tion and adoption of a rela- 


tively short platform, more of 
a statement of principles! 
which adhered closely to the 
conservative dogma without
